— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy 
Act, 1957 (62 of 1967), the Central Government hereby makes the following regula- 
tions further to amend the Nawal Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and MTscellane- 
ous Regulations, 1964, namely: — 

1- These Regulations may be called the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions' of Service 
and Miscellaneous (Amendment) Regulations, 1971.

or Chemistry. Candidates possessing a Master’s degree In Chemis- 
try, should have studied Physics up to the degree standard and those 
possessing Master's degree In English should have studied Physics 
or Mathematics upto the Intermediate or equivalent standard. 

(c) A degree in Mechanical or Electrical Engineering. 

Explanation 

1 Preference may be given to those who possess, in addition, teching 
qualifications or who have had teaching experience. 
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2 The intake of post-graduates In English and Chemistry as well as 
graduaites in Erfeineering may be restricted to the minimum 
according to the requirements for teaching these subjects, at the 
discretion of the Chief of the Naval Staff.
